ANIMAL AILIWIENrS. 

Bow to <^iirn Kmit Hlwulli nnil Nlnvflrllig 
III ll»raf.ii Kiot Hcoitr* la C'ulvas. 

Foul sheath i;< a disgrace to any sta- 
ble, and any horse-owner who permits 
h!a horae to auffer in this way Is notUt 
to own one. It ia neglect, pure and 
simple, wtiioh caosea the trouble, tho 
dust and exudations accumulating and 
forming a crust which, keeping up a 
ronitaut irritation, produces an en- 
largement of the sheath ami eonso- 
(|iieiit iiitlaiiiiiiatioii. which steadily in- 
creases, until it is only with llie ut- 
iiiosl difticulty the auimal can void his 
urine. The lirst stcji in remedying thu 
trouble, is to apply soniethiiig to soft- 
en the n<-ciimu!al ion-, as well as to 
soothe tho irritated parts, and fresh 
lard, true from salt should bo used. 
I'lit a piece of it on tho ends uf your 
finirers. an-I gently jnish it up into tho 
sheath far :ls yon can witlioul eaiis- 
' ing luu miieli distress to tiio animal, 
aud tho aniinul heat will gradually 
melt the lani. Kepcat Iho appliculiun 
next day. jiiid the day following you 
cau reiiiuvi! uiiieh uf tho foreign mat- 
tvT by usini^ warm water, eastilystmp 
and a soft spinii^e. liy liaiulling tho 
horse ^eiilli . 111! will soon permit ymi 

10 keep this part of his body as cleanly 
aa it should bo kept Good horsemen 
usually attend to this matter iil least 
once a week, and horses w hich have 
urinary iroiihies should |ic\er be neg- 
lected by the stablemen ur owners. 

8<'oura are liable tu ocour in calves 
which are weaned and brought up on 
the pail. Some are more liable to bo 
atlaeked than are others, while the 
trouble generally takes place when 
the breeder linds it necessary tu in- 
ereaae the strength of the food, on ac- 
count of the increased aino and 
strength of the calf, by adding scald- 
ed bran, corn meal. etc. If this 
change is made very gradually, no bad 
efTccu arc likely to ensue, for the sys- 
tem oan accustom itself to tho change. 
.Sudden changes, aa well aa overload- 
ing tlio Btomnch, are what cause de- 
rangements of the di;;estive organs, 
whieh are eviin ed i^y si ores. This 
trouble must he checked at oiiee 
very simple method, and a ve.y sura 
one' if taken in the first stages, being 
to thorone;liIv parch hrowii some 
eoro-nte.al. making il :'.1iik>sI black, 
ami then sealil the milk, mixing tiotli 
lotrether and feeding as souu as it is 
ro d eiiougb One or two doses p ii- 
ernlly efleef n riire. Flour can bu 
browned and used in the same way, 
and is hy some prelcrroil to eorii-nioal. 
WIu'Ii tlie disorder luis been left lo run 
for several days and iias bccoiiiu pru- 
iiouiieed, more stringetil remedies 
must be us,hI. ortbocaU will soon be- 
come weak and nniaeiated. 

Slavering in Iiors-s is tin,' to a varin- 
•y of causes, hilt principally to errors 
ill feed.ng. The proia r w ay to cure 
tho trouble ia to timi out and reiiiovu 
the cause, rasliiriiig on second growth 
or very rank ;;rowing clover, or feed- 
ing on clover hay or hud Imlil, r, will 
cause slavering 111 some hordes, u bile 
othui-s are not ul all alleeted. The 
best way we have ever loiiiid for Iciu- 
porarlly stoiipiiig the profuse dis- 
diarget>f saliva.'Uto giro tho animal 
a small head of cabbage, or some 
i-abbage leaves, just before taking 
the horse from the stable to i>i- 
hamcsicd np.

7. — A ltd spectiole was reveaird to 
ilie tlironira of vl«llort who Kailin oil 
HI Iho s.M'iM^ nflli<>\vrerk Satiiida) 
and j'cslt'rHav. Hrfoic ilifiii, iniln-d- 
<led iu the mulled ice, neielliu ttvint- 
ed iron work of Uia four cira nliicli 
liad (rone down to dealriiciioii ind 
carried di'iil li to moat ol' their irtii- 
j)aiil>*. W'liric i|jc\ !nv were fireal 
pools of water caused by tlie iuel(iii|[ 
of ice, br Ibe Uett from tlie buruliif 
o»n. The fourth ctr from the rear, 
or one of the <liy cotcbe*, wan en- 
tirely dfglroyed. What lllllcorit le- 
inaiDed was hidden beoeilh a little 
lake of water, upon tho •url'aoeol 
wlilch floated embera, bila of burned 
rlollilii^ and pleeca of charred hninnn 
flesh. It was iin|i(>8«ible to set ul 
lliiH ear yeatoniay but a gauK of nicn 
will Ko to work upon it to-day and 
will (frair the depths for burieil bcd- 
ie8. II is iliiiii<;ljt liy aome that at 
le»'-i iwi'iiiy lioiiii'^ will b< taken out 
lioni thin rjiariiitl pool. 

So fur an is known, not a soul es- 
caped from this ear, and it is cunsid- 
crad possible tliul tlioro may be an 
many ax forty bodies beiicutli the do- 
bria sunk ill this pool. At nrescnt 
iiotbiiig can be seen but the burned 
truck*, one set turned In one direction 
and llie (illier in anollier. In llie 
oilier tliiTi' I'lirh-. niivcil iiiiw iilitlie 
debriH, iiiii'e('i>;,'ni/,alile iiiuKxes of hu- 
man tiesli could be seen. Tho work 
of^roinoving the charred corpses from 
the rnliiB was bei;un at IS ::I0 o'clock 
Saturday afteriioon, u|i<>ii the arrival 
of (iov. i'lntfice, one of the nienihers 
of tho Vermont lUilroad C'oiiiniis- 
eion. 

I'pon tlic receipt of the iicwn of the 
disaster at St. Allmn", a spfriai train 
was made np to the scene of the 
accident. On Ibis train were (Iov 
riii(free, cx-tJov. Smilli, I'lesldent of 
the Central Vermont Uailrond ; K. (J. 
Smith, Second \'ice-rreNideiit ; John 
W. llobart, (Jeneral Manager; .las. 
Misx, (icncral Superintendent; Jtail- 
roail Conimisaion Fletcher, Alfred E. 
AValden, Clerk of tho Coinml«»ion, 
and (). M. 'J'liikliani, agrieuiliirul ed- 
itor of the Watchman and .louriial, 
of Montpeller. The olHcials made a 
careful examination of what rcmai:.- 
ed of the bridge and collected some 
teattinony regarding Its slahililv. All 
were satitlled thai the bridge wao 
entirely lafe at tho time of the acci- 
dent. They alao ondcavored In ascer- 
tain the cause of the uecidcnt. Kn- 
glneer I'lerce, aa most of the pussen- 
geri think, is of the belief thai It u ai 
caused l>y n ln-okeii rail about twon- 
ty-flve i(j(ls from the biiil^re. Olh- 
crs arc of the opinion Unit the accident 
was due to It broi^en jiHininl on the 
J'ulmaii car "I'ui ilan." This n us the 
last car on the train, but it was 
known to have been llie llrstcarto 
leave track, and it Is argued that a 
broken rail would have thrown ilic 
flrst car instead of the last. This 
lioint,, however, may never be set- 
tled. 

The ofllctal inapeclors next visited 
the blackened wreck upon tlic ire. 
Picking their wav carefully among 
• the debris of the "Puritan" they dis- 
covered the remains of no less than 
six iMHlies which they could pick out, 
•nmetlnies by their distinct resem- 
blance to the human form and sonie- 
liinos by seel 11 (T fra«menlB of thigh 
liones, ribs and heads. An underta- 
ker oflUrtford accuinpanied tho par- 
ty. He and his men pickeii out liie 
remains aa faat aa possible and put 
Iheni separately In a box. Three 
charred tiodles were so tlioronghlv 
that It was Impossiblo to oven toil 
thoir sex in some inalanues. Some 
made scarcely a handful. 

They iiiekeil up those bodies, or 
rstlicr w lull niiiained ofthcin, and 
went to the next burned oar, tho 
Pullman car "St. Albans," which 
rame from Springlleld. In this car 
they could only make out tlircc bod- 
ies. I'niloiiliiciily they were thrown 
out. Tliey were reduced to audi a 
Btate that they could scarcely bo dis- 
cerned from the reatof (lie debris. No 
doubt the bodii-s (if many persons 
were tolally eonsnnuMl. 'i'liene bod- 
ies were, likolhu rest, tenderly placed 
in boxes and left on the Ice waiting 
removal to tho dead house. Kroin 
there the parly '.liii leil fui- i|,e ihiiil 
car from the rear, or ilie iluv coarh. 
but as this was enlirelv submerged 
they could make no iiivestlgation. 
The fourth car fl-om the rear, the last 
renislniiig one. wnt iiexi vi«iied 
liere was piesenleil the mosl hoi i ily- 
Ing scenes of all. No less than twelve 
bundles of burned flesh, cliarrod oiii 
of all human shaiie, were tonnd. In 
the rear end of what had been the 
car, si\ hoilios were found, all buneii- 
ed tugctlier. 'J'lio passengers liad 
huddled around the stove to kMp 
warm, aa the iilgbt was very cold, or 
else thev iisd tried to make their es- 
cape from the rear door, and oould 
not get out. 

Kxpresi Messenger A. 8. Robins, 
who was onn nfibe six Mrsons on 
llio wrecked Montreal train who Jtad 
passed over the bridge before the ac- 
cident ocrnn cd, said : 

"It is pidhably one of the worsi 
si riilefiis ihat over look jilaco In the 
f 'nilod Si ites. When we werofslrly 
on Ihi! hriiljie we IVIl a shock auil 
heard a ciasli behind us. When we 
looked out we aaw tho four rear cars 



o( tho bridge, and In a few uiiuules 
they were alien lire, with allthe peo- 
ple In them. Itwasawftel; I can't 
talk about It ; It was awful ; the worst 
thing I ever saw or heard of." 

A gang of seventy-live men have 
been working all the morning through 
holes In the icr, raising iiortinns of 
llie wii'ckod train from the bottom 
ol ilie river and scarcliiiiK for iHiilies 
whiili may yet be among the ruins. 
Tlius far, no bodies btve been recov- 
ered. Nearly all Ihe signs of tlie ter- 
rible disaster liave disappeared ex- 
ci'|il Ilii' i;:il>inn H|iuei' belHeen Ihe 
piers of llic hriilgo. Trains arc run- 
Ming regularly Iu either end of Ihe 
bridge. The comllllon of the wound- 
ed is hIioiii the same. 

'I'lii'iiiil authorities of llarlfurd 
have now assnmed diarge of the i t- 
mains ol the victims and llieir |ier- 
sonal etlect^, so far as found. It is 
now learned that a Mrs. Win. Deiiiiu, 
of Winooski, Vt., was lost. Her hus- 
band was in the baggage-car at Ihe 
lime of Ihe accident. Her remains 
liHve not boon Ideiililied. 

A peculiar case iisa risen over the 
matter of tho idenlillcation of a body 
claimed by two parties, one alleging 
that it is the bodv of a female and 
the other Ihat it Is that of a male. 
Kven Ibe doctors are equally divided 
on the i|U«<llon on account of the 
charred condillou of the corpse. 
Clolliintr, wall-lies, keys, etc, hclonj;- 
ing to each of ihe victims wi-refounil 
on llio remains in sucli a manner as 
lo indicate Ihat the two persons died 
together, and Ihat one body was en- 
tirely consiiined. Theie is n.ilhiiif; 
left of the other lull a pill liiiii ol Iho 
trunk, mtiius tho head, arms and 
leg*. 

.lolin Ilciiry Hazen, one of the 
Hoard of Si leei men of TITe town of 
llarlfoid, iay^ Ilia!, in bis opini,.,,. 
Hie bodies of forty-six persons killed 
have thus far been taken from ihe 
wreck, although this is not hy aelnal 
coniil. Isaac tiiitc';, niiderlal^er. pays 
Ihut lhirl\-Uvo builies lia\e been 
brniiglit to his care, seven uf whicli 
have been identlded and removed, 
and perhaps Ave more are suscopii- 
ble uf Identlflcatlon.

For several yeara more or less has 
been kiiow'u of the House River and 
the region wbloh it waters. All sorts 

of stories, favorable or olberwise, 
have lieen circniuled uiiont its gener- 
al tValnrcs. The Uuiiding, lliu past 
siimuior, uf a new line of railway, 
that uf Ihe St. Paul, Minneapolis ft 
Manitoba, through Its lenter. has 
rendered it easily accessilile lo Hie 
cuunlry, and opened up a great ex- 
leiii uf laud, which fa adapted In 
every way U> stock raising and mix- 
ed fanning. The Mouse Kiver is a 
curious stream, and with its .lononn- 
dlng country, is well calculated to 
arouse lulerost. Kisiiig way up in 
Urillsh America, it crosses tho Inter- 
national Itonndarx-, and aficr eoiirs- 
iii;; lliiuiil^h Norlli llal.nls, r.irintu^ 
an immense ox-bow, peiliaps IIH) 
miles long and To wide, it re-enters 
llie Queen's dominions. 

Heavy timber, sneli as oak, hhIi. as- 
pen, Imx-elder, and oIIht varielie'i, 
line ils banks. Ileluw tin: piinl-ulhco 
of Villard, in Mcllenry County, Its 
valley is wide, and Often not well de- 
liiieil. Above that point the cilcoin- 
passiri:^ hilN Ii.thioc riiiteh higher, 
uiiil Ihe stream Hows from l.'iU lo 2110 
feet below the general surface of ihe 
country. Tho (|iialily of Ihe land 
will averaiie well with Ihat of any 

pari of Niirlh Dakota, or of 111 nn- 

Iry. I'crhaps iine-twenlietb of the 
region is ociMipird by sand hills, so 
called, covered with grassand timber 
and of Ihe (.'leaiesi value for winter 
l unt^c ptoti'i-iion f<u' Ihe thousands of 
head of cattle and horses which al- 
ready graze sinong Ihem. It is hut 
four years since the country was lirst 
know II to inissess superior advantages 
for stock raising, and that interest 
has now developed so rapidly that a 
recent esliiiiale places tlie number of 
calile on it ranges at not leas than 
■2ii.(ilKl liead, and of horses at 5,000 
bi'sd, as well as numbers of awhie 
and sheep. 

There are a few raiicliincn condiic 
ling operations on a large scale, but 
Ihe majority aro small farmers hav 
ing herds of from 20 to lijO head 
These aro located along tho river, 
wlierc Ihe stock has heretofore been 
fed and ranged willioiit ollierprotec 
lion than the wuods during the win. 
ter nioisfhs. Now It Is found that the 
•and hills are belter than Ihe river 
limber, snd many oaltle will range 
during winter in Uie valleys between 
Iheir timbered slopes almost without 
fed from llie stack. The hills, with 
their heavy coal of grass, thick riisli 
beds and sheltered groves, ofTer s 
paradise for slock raising for llie 
tinall farmer. Tracts of natural hay 
meadow are freijuent all thrniigli Ibis 
region, and althongb provision is al 
ways made for winter feed, Ills more 
precanlioiiary lliaii anytliingelse.for, 
except when the snow is iinuHUally 
heavy, which rarely happens, slock 
graz',' niorn or less on the open until 
the last of February or in early .Mareli. 
The climate can be caliod tlie chief 
advantage of the country for stock 
raising, the annmera being of about 
the tempersture of the' most noted 
stick raising regions of tlic Old 
World, and the winters cold, sunny 
and bright. It is tliia cold, combined 
wltii Ihe absence of high hutiiidiiy, 
Ihat gives the Mouse Uiver coniiiry 
such advantages for stock raising 
over more humid and warmer local 
■ties, for the iialural habitat of all our 
useful domestic animals, Ihe horse, 
ox and sheep, is in a region having 
lirecisely Ihe same climate as tills 
llio Bleppes anil plains of Central 
Asia, north of latitude 47 degrees. 
Probably more cattle range on these 
unsheltered plains to day than in 
America. Atkinson in Ids travels 
mentions the tens of tlioiisands of 
head grazing around Iho steppes 
which surrnnnd Lake Baikal, in latl- 
liide 52. The produce of these henis 
1)1 inflliirlly are driven to tlial greal 
.Siheriaii cattle inardet, Kkaleriii- 
bourg, wliere hundreds of thousands 
are slaii|;hlered annually. Cattle 
aisiiig lins passed Ihe experimental 
stage in the Mouse Uiver country, 
ami forlliat rnultcj , all through North 
Dakota. It will seem almost liicredl- 
blo to stockmen In the "corn belt" to 
be told tliRt eattio and horses aii'^ 
Ijrown and faliened on the Mouse 
iiiver on hay nioiic, liiit sneh is the 
fact. Slock raisers "down ISast" and 
in Ihe "corn bell," who can't acoom- 
pllsli the same results, must remem- 
lic that their climate is too warm 
and moi-l for catllc lo ciciive the 
same bcnelil from a given auiotnt of 
feed, a warm climata.belng naturally 
unfavorable fnr>liealtbv and natural 
secretions, and tlic moist air periiliar 
to tlie Southern and Kaslern Slates, 
causing to rapid radialicii of animal 
heal, making (he "chilly'' sonsalioiis, 
which afliect animals as woll as man, 
and preventing tlie best rcsulls from 
being ohiaiiied, Al any rale, tliu 
surplus from the Mouse Itiver ranges 
now furiiikli nearly all o( North Da- 
kola with beef, and the Devil's Lake 
liiitclierd say tliat tin- cut from a 
Mouse River Il-year-ohl. fed allogcth- 
ar on hay, la the best (jiialily to be 
had.— St nil] Pioneer Press.
